WOMEN AND CHILDREN CRUSHED IN PANIC 


The Most Appalling Disaster in the History of This Country-Fire Caused 


by Spark From Calcium Light—Recovering Bodies

CHICAGO, ILL. , December 30.—Seven hundred and thirty-eight per- 


sons were burned, suffocated or trampled to death in ten minutes in 
a fire panic at the Iroquois theatre on Randolph street this afternoon.

Fire at Saxton. 


SAXTOS, December 31.—About 
10 


o'clock Saturday night fire was discov- 
ered in the Backet store, of wh ch 
William T. Benner 
is proprietor, 


located on the first floor of theOJd 
Fellowsbuilding. The second floor is 
occupied by J. H. Bussick, while the 
third and upper floor is the home o( 
quite a number of secret orders. The 
alarm was quickly sounded and in R 
short time the volunteer force was on 
hand. Small hose were attached to 
nearby hydrants, when it was disecv r- 
ed that a number of them were f pzen 
and would not work. After a consider- 
able delay two small hose were playing 
on the fire and an engine was despatch- 
ed to the Crescent pipe line station for 
400 feet of 2-inch hose, which was 
quickly attached to a plug in the 
round house and the fight began. The 
second floor was flooded and after more 
than two hours of the hardest kind of 
fighting the brave boys were rewarded 
by the order to shut off and the build- 
ing was saved. The stock of Mr. Ben- 
ner, amounting to about 83,000, is al- 
most a total loss, mostly covered by 
insurance. The loss to the building 
will reach 8200, while Mr. Bussick will 
suffar considerable loss from damage 
by water and rough handling of his 
goods. This is another of those mirac- 
ulous fires that Saxton is noted for. 
The volunteers deserve the highest 
praise.

Abraham B. I,oiijr. 


Abraham B. Long was a son of Amps 


T. and Lydia Long. He was born in 
Taneytown, Md., February 6,1832, and 
died at his home in New Buena Vista 
on Deoember 26, 1903, aged 71 years, 
ten months and 20 days. The family 
being large, consisting of seven boy« 
and five girls, and he the eldest, he 
was compelled to fight life's battles 
aloue. He left home at an early age 
and after learning the wagon-maker 
trade lived in Schellsburg, where he 
followed that occupation, until 1864, 
when he responded to his country'! 
call aud served as a private in Co. G,

Some person in the audi- 


ence shcuted "Fire1" A panic follow- 
ed.

personal lafety only. 
Women and 


children were ground under foot or 
their lives were crushed out as they 
etoed battling to gain the doorways. 
Smoke filled the auditorium and the 
helpless ones breathed 
the deadly 


vap3r, falling between seats in the 
ai<l'S and at the doorways. 


At ih» first alarm of fire Eddie Foy, 


one of the comedians of the company, 
spoke to reassure and caution the 
audience, but his words had no effect. 
The people in the; theatre were wild. 


E?ery player who was on the stage 
when the fire started escaped. 
The 


removal of the dead and injured by the 
firemen was a gruesome task. Bodies 
were heaped on stairways, in the en- 
trances, in the aisles and between the 
rows of seats. Few were recognizable. 
As they were removed from the theatre 
they were piled upon the sidewalks. 
Friends cf persons known to be in the 
audience blocked the streets around 
tha building and es the corpses were 
carried to the city

one of tha wond«rs of the wor'd, »nd 
many have thnnght that Mayor Liw 
desired to grespj^e honor cf opening 
this second briffge, which marks tbe 
splendid progress of onr adv nci^g 
civil z tioE. What f i Ij' The bri^gf 
was fjni«hrd f'r ac'nal nsf, it was 
only fitting and j is-, that the cm'ial 
ifficrr of the two cities should declare 
to the eitz-ns under hia gov rnment 
that this magn'flcent structure was 
ready for use 
At any rate, thou- 


sands turned out to the celebration; 
high and low, rich and poor, the beg- 
gar of tbe street, and 0 oe'us in his 
palace, eich felt that It was part of 
iis municipal heritage; he was at the 
opening, but hundreds of years might 
pa-s before hia descendants should see 
the end. It was well that such an 
event should receive a special observ- 
ance, and Greater New York (nice 
Naw York and Brooklyn) did itself 
honor in marking this important event. 
The exercises were carried ont to the 
letter; there was nothing but ha-mony 
on the surface; whatever disquietude 
there might have been was hidden, 
and the enthusiasm and hoaannas rose 
to fever heat, defying tbe cold winds
